Thousands of acres of wheat 
and crop land in parts of Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Texas and Colorado 
are being lashed and driven bare 
by howling, buffeting, angry winds 
which tear the dry soil away from 
the roots of the struggling young 
plants. In Wyoming and western 
Nebraska even the pasture lands, 
over-grazed and never thickly 
covered, are being destroyed in 
the same manner. 

It is reminiscent of the dust 
bowl drama of the 1930's. Dust 
has been blown all the way from 
the American west into the New 
England states. The haze of it is 
over most of the Southwest—and 
has been for a long, long time.

Others 
insist the water table is supplied 
by rainfall. Since we have a de- 
ficiency of that and a steady in- 
crease in pumps, the water level 
is falling. I don’t know which side 
is right.’ 

There was a pause while Char- 
ley Guy shuddered. 

And well he might. The latest 
county-by-county water table de- 
cline figures were tabulated in 
1952. The .Southern high plains 
area of 11 counties showed the 
table had dropped four feet in 
Lubbock county, five feet in 
nearby Crosby, five feet and three 
inches in Floyd county, four feet, 
seven inches in Hale, and so on. 

The 1953 figures are expected to 
show about the same average de- 
cline, Charley Guy hopes it will 
be no greater.

Lubbock, though, seems to need 
only a few palm and date trees, 
with perhaps an encampment or 
so of bedouins to resemble a rich, 
oriental oasis. 

This is because of the irrigation 
wells. 

In 1952 the 45 South and High 
Plains counties listed 18,036 pump- 
operated wells used to irrigate 
2,465,454 acres. The wells paid off 
so well that by 1953 there were 
24,304 of them pumping water to 
3,063,548 acres of crop land. (In 
1950 the same area had only 14,- 
O78 wells.) The number will in- 
crease this year. 

Lubbock county, with a county 
seat city by the same name, joins 
with Hockley and Hale counties 
as leaders in number of wells with 
3,000 each. 

Cotton farmers of the Southeast, 
noting that cotton is moving west- 
ward and that irrigation plays an 
increasing part in the success of 
that region’s production, can see 
very plainly indeed what it does 
in the High,.and South Plains 
counties. 

Lubbock county was the sixth 
highest producing’ county in the 
world last year wtih 249,304 bales, 
all off irrigated land. The 1953 
harvest brought $203,000,000 to the 
irrigating counties. 

Charley Guy grows a bit grim 
when he talks about areas where 
there is no irrigation. They are 
suffering. In some regions there 
has been almost no rain at all for 
more than two years, and the 
\ erisis grows.

Is a Sound Proposal 


The Fulton County Medical Society 
board of trustees is considering a proposal 
to establish a decentralized research lab- 
oratory for the use of all physicians in the 
Atlanta area. 

As outlined by Dr. William A. Hopkins, 
the proposal appears to have definite 
merit. It would supplement, not replace 
nor interfere with present facilities of 
Emory University and would be avaliable 
to all physicians desirous of furthering a 
research project on their own. 

Details of its operation and mainte- 
nance are problems that would have to be 
worked out. Returns in health benefits to 
the community would far outweigh any 
initial costs. Research grants are avail- 
able through national foundations, and 
although Atlanta is already getting a gen- 
erous share of these the possibilities for 
additional projects are unlimited. 

As Atlanta grows in importance as the 
regional capital of the Southeast, demands 
upon her medical facilities grow apace.

Home Owners Approve 
Ald. White’s Proposals 


Alderman John A. White announces 
plans for introducing two ordinances that 
will please Atlanta property owners. Both 
of them have a sound basis and deserve 
consideration. 

First, Mr. White says he will offer an 
ordinance requiring repairmen to post -a 
$2,000 bond each to end a “situation under 
which hundreds of Atlantans have been 
cheated by persons representing them- 
selves as experts only to have their work 
abandoned or turned down.” 

His proposal follows recurring com- 
plaints of householders and property hold- 
ers that work of repairmen has not met 
required standards. Since householders 
themselves must meet prescribed stand- 
ards, it seems only fair that the same 
should be required of people who do the 
work to enable the former to meet those 
standards. 

It is another instance of abuses upon 
the public interest that requires govern- 
ment action to remedy. Unfortunate as it 
is, most regulatory bodies come about be- 
cause of such abuses. 

Mr. White says he will present an- 
other ordinance to set up conditions under 
which assessments for lateral sewers will 
be deferred until property owners begin 
using the facilities. This sounds fair, too, 
since some property holders now find 
themselves paying for sewers they cannot 


‘use and in some instances paying their 


second assessment.

They are 
expected soon. Thereafter, the gov- 
ernment must pass on applications 
filed with the Interior Department 
to confirm 404 leases in the con- 
tinental shelf previously granted 
by Texas and Louisiana when the 
states assumed they had jurisdic- 
tion in the continental shelf. About 
7> companies, including the 
majors, are involved in the 404 
leases, some in combinations. 


As for the states, Texas and 
Louisiana have proceeded with 
confirmation and, in some cases, 
renewal of leases for offshore 
lands within their ‘‘historic bound- 
aries’’ to some of: our biggest oil 
companies, and have added to 
their revenues by ‘‘rent’’ for these 
lands. California is working out 
the problems of her offshore oil 
lands which are confined largely 
within state boundaries. 


But Florida is in a dilemma. It 
is now revealed that the bulk of 
Florida's Gulf Coast, nearly 4,- 
000,000 acres stretching from 
Marco Island to Appalachicola, 
was leased to one company—

By contrast, Texas got $32,000,- 
000 for rent of 415,790 acres of 
offshore lands leased last De- 
cember by its school land board 
to several big companies, including 
Gulf and Magnolia Petroleum. To 
date, the board has leased about 
a quarter of its estimated 2,600,000 
acres of offshore land. 

‘In the task of confirming titles 
in the continental shelf, the U.S. 
Geological Survey of the Interior 
Department will have the co-oper- 
ation of Louisiana and Texas, ac- 
cording to Harold J. Duncan, chief 


of the conservation division of the 


geological survey. 

Mr. Duncan. asked for only $100,- 
000 from Congress for the next 
fiscal year for continental shelf 
survey operations, explaining that 
his staff would be increased by 
only 16 to start the job. New 
Orleans probably will be head- 
quarters at the beginning of survey 
operations.

We Have Jails 
And No Probation 


Georgia’s prison population keeps rising, & 
fact that costs the state a lot in money and con- 


siderably more in people, 


Crime of all types is on the increase, not only in the juvenile 
bracket but among adults who might be expected to have a more 
cautious and respectful attitude toward the law than careless youth. 


It you turned all of Georgia's 
7,500 prisoners loose today, the 
camps would be full again within 
five years. They would be packed 
with first offenders, and the hard, 
solid core of repeaters, for crime 
becomes a habit. Sometimes it is 
not the criminal's fault, for when 
he is paroled or released he oar- 
ries his record with him and many 
times finds it an intolerable bur- 
den. 


The public is sympathetic with 
prisoners in the abstract, but as 
for giving one a job and helping 
him go straight, that usually is 
another thing entirely. 


Crimes reflect the times, and 
two classes of misdemeanors are 
helping swell the prison rolls. One 
is drunkenness, the other is aban- 
donment. Drunkenness quite often 
is a form of desperation, an escape 
from too many Mondays and not 
enough Saturdays in our lives. It's 
often the poor man’s only escape, 
and sometimes the rich man’s too. 
The difference is the poorer the 
man the cheaper the whiskey and 
the more spectacular the drunk. 

Abandonment of family obliga- 
tions shows a rise on the records 
too. It's not that more fathers are 
fleeing to Texas, the increase is 
due to the welfare department's 
decision to prosecute irresponsible 
parents in an effort to reduce re- 
hief rolls. 

Georgia’s prison system still has 
a poor popular reputation due to 
past abuses, but penologists them- 
selves regard it with approval. It's 
core is the great prison and farm 
at Reidsville in Tattnall County, 
and there are a number of smaller 
state camps, as well as the county

camps. At the opposite end from 
Reidsville is the correctiona] in- 
stitution at Alto where young white 
and negro men are kept who are 
too young for regular jails and 
camps, too old for the juvenile in- 
stitutions of the welfare depart- 
ment. 

Gone are the old time sweat 
boxes, the leg irons and the striped 
convicts on the roadsides. In their 
places are relatively livable public 
work camps, more humane treat- 
ment, and a more enlightened ap- 
proach to the problems. of 
prisoners. There is more and more 
of a realization that jailing a. man 
helps him not at all, but only com- 
pounds and aggravates the prob- 
lem society is attempting to solve 
by exiling him. 

There is one outstanding fact 
about Georgia’s penal system 
which if recognized might help in 
the solution of this problem. With 
the exception of juvenile courts in 
metropolitan centers, we have no 
probation system. Parole yes, but 
a man is eligible for parole only 
after serving a portion of his 
sentence. 

A first offender in Georgia gen- 
erally goes to jail if he is not a 
juvenile. There are dozens of 
youngsters at Alto now who would 
not be charges on the state if we 
had a probation as well as parole 
system. 

Hundreds, maybe thousands, of 
Georgians carry the bitter taste 
of jail through their lives because 
of this lack. Jail, probation and 
parole however are not the answers 
to the rising rate of crime. It must 
be treated at the source, wherever 
that may be.

If a president were to forbid 
at his pleasure the appearance

tion bills. Thus, the whole sys- 
tem of checks and balances set 
up by the founding fathers would

But the new totalitarianism in 
America is not confined entirely 
to an effort to make Congress the 
tool of the executive. There is, 
for instance, a drive to insist 
on a conformity of thought on 
the part af persons employed by 
congressional committees. They 
must conform to the ideas of 
pressure groups who evidently 
seek the support of Presidert 
Eisenhower in their. present 
drive. The controversy over what 
Samuel P. Sears said publicly 
concerning Communists in gov- 
ernment, or his expressed be- 
liefs that persons should not 
abuse the fifth amendment, or 
his political remarks in favor of 
a Republican candidate for sena- 
tor in the state of Wisconsin in 
1952, makes it apparent that only 
those who conform to certain 
precepts would be permitted 
hereafter to serve their govern- 
ment.

Christopher Wren, the archi- 
tect, in 1657 was one of the 


first to experiment with intro- 
ducing alcoholic extracts in- 
travenously. 

The quill was the forerunner 
of the needle: it was replaced 
later by a silver or gold tube 
(the pipe). Syringes were un- 
known but a small bladder .that 
worked like a rubber bulb made 
a good substitute. 


But despite the fact that they 
had the equipment, no. one in- 
jected substances into the mus- 
cles or under the skin (hypoder- 
mic). 

By the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury they came close; ointments 
were applied to the surface and 
pushed into the skin with a vac- 
cination lancet. Dr. Francis 
Rynd, a Dublin surgeon, invented 
a hollow, pointed, coneshaped in- 
strument that he inserted di- 
rectly into a nerve. 

In 1853 Dr. Alexander Wood, 
of Edinburgh, was the first to 
utilize a needle and syringe. He 
procured a syringe to treat a 
mole by injecting acid into the 
lesion and it occurred to him 
that he might use the instru- 
ment to inject a narcotic di- 
rectly into the affected nerve 
in cases of neuralgia. 

Wood dissolved opium in sherry 
because he thought wine 
would not be as irritating or 
smart as much as did alcohol. 

He procured a small glass
